Counts suffering from three 
bullet wounds, was rushed to the 
Orange county hospital, where, af- 
i ter declining to give investigators 
I a statem ent of the affair, he died 
a few hours afterwards.

stand was Ray Counts, son of the 
| dead man, who said that he k new 
nothing of the k illing.

The verdict returned by the 
jury forced the district attorney's 
office to proceed w ith the prosecu­ 
tion of Ridenour, It was ex plained.

Over the protest of two m em b ers 
of the Santa A na b oard of ed u ca­ 
tion 
concerning 
the 
location 
chosen, another atte m pt was m ade 
b y the b oard last night to secu re 
a site for the prom ised new 
J e f ­ 
ferson elem entary school 
to 
b e 
erected in the northw est part of the 
city. 
Action was taken b y the b oard, 
on a motion b y H erb ert Miller, and 
permission will b e asked from the 
city cou ncil to pu rchase the east 
haif of the Sm ith property on the 
north side of S a n ta Clara avenu e 
some 200 feet east of Flower street 
and b ou nded b y proposed 
e x te n ­ 
sions of Benton W ay and 
H elio­ 
trope drive. The plot consists 
of 
fou r acres and the motion inclu d­ 
ed au thorization of the pu rchase of 
the property direct from the ow n ­ 
er or condemnation at a price of 
$4000 per acre, which was set b y 
the Santa Ana Realty b oard a p ­ 
praisal. 
Ob jection to the selection of this 
site« on the grou nd that it wou ld 
throw the playgrou nd within 100 
y ard s of some fine homes on N orth 
P a rk b ou levard w as voiced b y 
Dr. 
John Ball, president of the b oard, 
and Mrs. L au ra Wilson. They s t a t ­ 
ed that it was locating the school 
site in restricted and b u ilt u p t e r ­ 
ritory instead of territory where 
there was no actu al development. 
Dr. Ball proposed 
a site on the 
b ank of Santiago creek b u t other 
m em b ers of the b oard ob jected to 
this on the grou nd that 
children 
wou ld have to cross a main trave l­ 
ed street to reach it and tha t it 
w a s ou t on the extreme edge of 
the district. 
Action on the m atter was taken 
following a statem ent of the condi­ 
tion of the elem entary b ond fu nd 
and the need for a new school in 
the sou th part of the city as re ­ 
vealed b y a report of Su perintend­ 
en t J. A. Cranston 
showing 
con­ 
gested conditions in schools there 
and an increase in 
enrollment 
in 
tha t part of S a n ta Ana. Dr. Ball 
advised ihat there w as a b alance of 
$9 7,500 in the elem entary fu nd and 
tha t real estate owned b y the ele­ 
m entary schools w hich 
cou ld 
b e 
disposed of wou ld provide enou gh 
additional fu nds to pay for the J e f ­ 
ferson school and one 
additional 
school in the sou th party of the 
city. This followed a report from 
Su perintendent C ranston concern­ 
ing enrollment and a recom menda­ 
tion for the im m ediate constru ction 
of two additional rooms a t Lowell 
school to care for tho increased e n ­ 
rollment there. 
Dr. Ball u rged that this fu nd b e 
b u dgeted to provide for *the erec ­ 
tion of the Jefferson school as had 
b een promised b y 
the 
b oard 
to 
school patrons of tha t district, r e ­ 
gardless of w hether the school w as 
b u ilt b y this b oard or not, so tha t 
the promises m ade at the time of 
the b ond election wou ld b e fu l­ 
filled. At first there was some d is­ 
agreem ent on this matter. Miller 
and Mrs. Wilson taking the posi­ 
tion that the need for a new school 
in the sou th part of the city w as 
so great that the fu nd shou ld 
b e 
u sed for this pu rpose. Miller c riti­ 
cized the citizens of the north part 
of the city for not crystallizing 
sentim ent on a location for the J e f ­ 
ferson school 
an d 
declared 
tha t 
the money shou ld b e u sed to r e ­ 
lieve the congestion In the 
sou th 
part of the city. Argu ment b y Dr. 
Ball, In which he w as 
su pported 
b y Dr. Roy Horton, finally won an 
u nanim ou s decision of the 
b oard 
tha t $60,000 shou ld b e reserved and 
set a part in the b u dget for 
con ­ 
stru ction of a 
Jefferson 
school, 
with the b alance of the fu nd and 
money from the sale of property to 
b e u sed in constru ction of a sou th 
side school. 
Sale of the present Jefferson site 
on W est Seventeenth street is e x ­ 
pected to provide fu nds for the p u r ­ 
chase of a site for the new J e f ­ 
ferson 
b u ilding. 
Other 
property 
which it was su ggested might b e 
sold to secu re fu nds, was the pre s­ 
ent site of the administration b u ild­ 
ings corner of Chu rch and Syca­ 
more streets, or 
the 
W ashington 
b u ilding site on N orth Main street. 
Bu siness M anager George Newcom 


was instru cted b y the b oard to get 
an appraisal made on the 
present

A century ago, the world feared that population would grow 
faster than food. 
Widespread poverty therefore seemed inevitable. 
This was the best known part of the famous Malthusian Theory . 


Malthus contended that a rise in wages could not take place 
unless the tendency to increase among the laboring classes was 
checked. 


This theory was generally accepted. 
Accordingly , the belief 
prevailed that “ the great masses of laborers never could rise far 
above the lowest level of subsistence." 
Shrouded in such black 
robes, economics came to be called the Dismal Science. 


And now 
what has become of the Malthusian Theory ? 
To­ 
day the world fears, not surplus population, but surplus food. 
The 
bog ey of the farmer is over production. 


Since the day s of Malthus population has g reatly increased. 
Still there are not enough mouths to feed! 


Nor is there any prospect of enough. 
The careful studies of 
Dr. Kuczy nski show that in Northern and Western Europe the 
process of depopulation is already under way . 
The average hun­ 
dred mothers are giving birth to only ninety -three future mothers. 
In the United States, the trend is in the same direction. 
Unless 
such race suicide is checked, there will be no mouths to feed. 
And no one to feed them. 
So, in one fell swoop, both the Malthusian problem and the 
farm problem will be solved! 
Every body has heard of that part of the Malthusian Theory on 
which Malthus was one hundred per cent wrong. Few people are 
aware that Malthus taught any thing else. 
\e t , as we shall see tomorrow, Malthus was one hundred 
per cent right on his Theory of Consumption.

ever, was almost universally scouted or ignored.

W estm oreland county and studied 
law until th e outbreak of th e Revo­ 
lution, w h en h e entered th e arm y 
as a volunteer. He served in m ost 
of th e m ajor battles and by th e 
tim e h e reach ed 22 h e w as already 
a captain. T h e w ar over, h e 
re ­ 
turned to h is h ome tow n to prac- j 
tice law. H e soon rose to th e h ead I 
of th e V irginia bar. 
H e was a m em ber of th e V irginia 
sta te legislature and of th e 
state 
convention th a t adopted th e C onsti­ 
tution. In 179 8, a y ear a fte r h e h ad 
been sent to France a s an envoy to 
h elp rem ove th e restrictions laid 
on Am erican comm erce, 
h e 
w as 
elected to Congress. Tw o y ears la t­ 
er h e w>as invited 
by 
President 
Adam s to become h <s secretary of 
war, but declined. 
H e 
accepted, 
h owever, th e position of secretary 
of state, w h ich h e h eld for a sh ort 
time.
